Ago, Report Shows 


USTIN, Tex., Feb. 27 (U. T. P. 
S.).—Automobile registration 
in Texas for the year 1928, just re- 


leased by Claude Teer, secretary 
of the State Highway Commission, 
shows an increase of 75,922 cars, 
or a total of’ 1,121,233, compared 
with a total of $1,057,891: for the 
previous twelve-month period. 

An analysis of the regsitration by 
counties shows that of the 175,922 
car increase, more than half that 
number were registered in 115 West 
Texas counties. 

Comparison of the registration in 
the four largest counties is signifi- 
cant. Harris county, in which Hous- 
ton is located, registered 70,855, an 
increase of 6,075, the largest increase 
in the state; Dallas county, the city 
of Dallas, 71,413 registered, an in- 
crease of 589; Tarrant county, the 
city of Fort Worth, 44,255, an in- 
crease of 3,049, and Bexar county, 
the city of San Antonio, 57,276, an 
increase of 3.927. 

The second largest increase in the 
state was shown by Hutchinson 
county, located in the Panhandle 
and prospering just now from pro- 
ducing oil fields. Its registration 
was 6,224, an increase of 5,802. 

A year ago there was not a single 
automobile in Crane county, in the 
far west Texas oil fields. This year 
the county registered 126 cars.

Solving the Parking Problem 


P in Boston a great new department store is about to 

be constructed, the owners of which are showing a 
pleasing understanding of modern problems and their solu- 
tion. The building which will house this enterprise is to be 
a huge structure covering a whole block and rising twenty- 
odd stories into the air. The cost of the plant will run to 
some $23,000,000. To us, however, the most interesting fea- 
ture of the projected enterprise is that the builders are pro- 
viding garaging space for approximately 5,000 motor cars in 
the basement of the building. 

One of the obstacles to the enforcement of anti- 
parking laws all over the country is the opposition of 
merchants, who object strenuously te the prevention 
of prospective customers leaving their cars before 
their places of business while they are buying in the 
store. The objection is perfectly understandable, 
because the average customer today arrives in his 
motor car. If he cannot leave this in some convenient 
location near any given store, he is quite likely to 
prefer to do his buying in some other shop situated 
where there is no anti-parking regulation. 

We venture to believe that no enterprise of the 
sort that this new Bostcn venture represents will build 
a home for itself hereafter, without providing for the 
needs of motor customers. We believe, further, that 
existing department stores and similar enterprises will 
eventually, where such action is possible, provide 
parking space for their clients’ cars.

Purdy of Marmon Raps Ruling 
solving Railroads of Blame in 


Grade Crossing Automobile Accidents 





EW YORK, Feb. 27.—Automo- 

tive men throughout the 
country are voicing their disap- 
proval of the recent decision 
handed down by Justice Holmes 
of the United States Supreme 
Court, which absolves the - rail- 
roads of all responsibility for 
grade-crossing accidents and which 
places the entire blame on the 
motorist. 


In the opinion of H. L. Purdy, | 


vice-president and general manager 
of the Marmon 
Motor Car Com- 
pany, this ruling, 
unless modified, 
will tend to undo 
much of the safety 
work already un- 
dertaken by the 
railroads. 

“The railroads,” 
said Mr. Purdy, 
“have spent thou- 
sands of dollars in 
an educational 
campaign to pro- 
tect the motorist, and in many in- 
Stances have gone more than half 
way in trying to render their cross- 
ings foolproof. But with their share 
of the responsibility thus suddenly 
removed, it can hardly be expected 
that they will spend much more 
money in the continuation of their 
efforts. 

“It would require many millions 
of dollars and years of labor to ele- 
vate or depress all the railroad 
tracks at their intersections with 
highroads, and such a solution of 
the problem is not to be looked for 
at least within the present genera- 
tion. 

“Hundreds of dangerous crossings, 
however, are inadequately guarded, 
and every railroad is guilty to some 
extent of allowing what is known 
as blind crossings along its right of 
way. 

“It is at these blind crossings 
that the danger lies, and the haz- 
ard should be shared by the rail- 
roads and the motorists alike. 
Approaches to the tracks often are 
obstructed by deep cuts, sign- 
boards or shrubbery so that the 
motorist finds himself directly in 
the path of a flier before he is 
aware of the danger. It might be 
possible to compel the railroads 
to remove such obstructions and 
to provide adequate safeguards at 
these points, but the Supreme 
Court decision makes such meas- 
ures optional on their part. 

“Such a ruling violates the Amer- 
ican sense of fair play, and the 
equity of the case would seem to 
demand an equal division of the re- 
spons:bility, according to the decree 
of caution exercised by the respec- 
tive poyties to the accident. 

“Relief is seen, however, in the 
Murphy bill, introduced in the lower 
House by Congressman Frank Mur- 
phy of Ohio, and providing that a
